The following Act of Parliament received the assent of the President on 
the tlth September, 1951 and is hereby published for general information: — 

THE GOVERNMENT OF PART C STATES ACT, 1951 
No. XLIX of 1951 x 

An Act to provide for Legislative Assemblies, Counoils of 
Ministers and Councils of AdviserB for Tart C States. 

[6th September, 1951] 

Ba it enaoted by Parliament ae follows : — 

PART I 

Pbbliminabt 

1. Short title and commencement. - ( /) This Act may be called the Govern- 
ment of Part C States Act, 1951. 

(2) This seotion and sections 2, 3, 4, 0, 7, 8, 17, 42, 43 and 44 and the 
First, Second, Third and Fifth Schedules shall come into foroe at once ; and 
the remaining provisions of this Aot shall come into force on such date or 
dates as the Central Government may by notification in the Official Gazette 
appoint, and for this purpose the Central Qpvemmont may appoint different 
dates for different provisions of this Act and for different 'States : 

Provided that the provisions of se< tions 3, 4, 0, 7, 8 and 17 shS.ll not come 
into force in any of the States of Kutch, Manipur and Tripura until such date 
or dates as the Central Government may by notification in the Offioial Gazette 
appoint in this behalf. 

2. Interpretation. — (i) In this Act, unless the oontext otherwise 
requires, — 

(a) " article ” means an article of the Constitution ; 

(b) “ Assembly constituency ” means a constituency provided by 

order made under sub-section (2) of section 4 for the purpose 
of elections to tho Legislative Assembly of a State ; 

(c) “Delhi”, except where it <>< curs in tho expression “ State of Delhi ”, 

means such area in tho State of Delhi as the Central Govern- 
ment may by notification in the Official Cazetto specify ; 

(303) 
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(d) “ Election Commission ” means the Election Commission ap- 
pointed by the President under article 324 ; 

'(e) “Judioial Commissioner” includes an Additional Judicial Com- 
missioner ; 

(/) “ New Delhi ” means such area In the State of Delhi as the Central 
Government may by notification in the Official Gazette speci- 
fy ; 

(g) “ State ” means any State specified in Part C of the First Schedule 
to the Constitution other than Bilaspur. 

(z) For the purposes of this Act, the castes specified in the First Schedule 
shall be the Scheduled Castes in relation to the Part C State under which 
they are so specified, and the tribes specified in the Second Schedule shall 
be the Scheduled Tribes in relation to the Part C State under which they 
are so specified. 

(3) Any reference in this Act to the Chief Commissioner shall, in relation 
to a State for the time being administered by the President through a Liouto- 
nant-Governor, bo construed as a reference to the Lieutenant-Governor. 

(4) Any reference in this Act to laws made by Parliament shall be cons- 
trued as including a reference to Ordinances made by the President under 
article 123. 

PART II 

Legislative Assemblies 

3. Constitution ol Legislative Assemblies and their composition — (f) 

There shall be a Legislative Assembly for each State. 

(2) The allocation of scats in the Legislative Assemblies of the States 
of Ajmer, Bhopal, Coorg, Delhi, Himachal Pradesh and Vindhya Pradesh 
■shall be as shown in the 'Third Schedule. 

(3) Iu the Legislative Assembly of each State specified in the first column 
of the Third Schedule there shall he the number of seats specified in the second 
colu mn opposite to that Stale which shall ho filled by direct election, and of 
those seats— 

(а) the number specified in the third column shall be the numbor of 

scats reserved fof the Scheduled Castes, and 

(б) »the number, if any, specified in the fourth eehnnn shall be the 

number of seats reserved for the Scheduled Tri,bes. 

(4) The composition of the Legislative Assembly of any State w-hich Is 
not specified in the first column of the Third Schedule shall be such as t|ie 
President may by order specify in relation to that State, 

(.3) As from the date on which the Legislative Assembly of Coorg is, 
after having been duly constituted under the provisions of this Part, sum- 
moned to meet for its first session, the Coorg Legislative Council Bliall cease 
to function and shall be deemed to be dissolved. 

4. Delimitation ol constituencies. — ( 1 ) For the purpose of elections to the 
Legislative Assembly of a State, there shall be constituencies as provided by 
order made under sub-section (2) and no other constituencies. 

(2) As soon as may be after this section comes into force in any State, 
the President shall by order determine — 

(a) the constituencies into w r hich such State shall be divided ; 
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(6) the extent of such constituencies ; 

(c) the number of seats allotted to each suoh constituency ; and 

(d) the number of seats, if any, reserved for the Scheduled Castes or 

for the Scheduled Tribes in each constituency. 

(2) The President may, from time to time, after consulting the Election 
Commission, by order alter or amend any order made by him under sub-sec- 
tion (2). 

(4) The Eleotion Commission shall — 

(a) in consultation with the Advisory Committee set up undor sub- 

section (/) of seotion 13 of the Representation of the People 
Act, 1950 (XLTII of 1950), in respect of each State other than 
Coorg, formulate proposals as to the delimitation of constituen- 
cies in that State under sub-section (2), and 

(b) in consultation with the membor of Parliament representing the 

State of Coorg formulate proposals as to the delimitation of 
constituencies in that State under sub-section (2), 

and submit the proposals to -the President for making the orders under the 
said sub-section (2). 

6. Duration of Legislative Assemblies. — The Legislative Assembly, unless 

sooner dissolved, shall continue for five years from the date appointed for its 
first meeting and no longer, and the expiration of the said period of five years 
‘■hall operate'as a dissolution of the Assembly: 

Provided that the said period may, while a Proclamation of Emergency 
issued under clause ( /) of article 352 is in operation, be extended by the President 
by order for a period not exooeding one year at a time and not extending in any 
case beyond a period of six months after, the Proclamation has ooased to 
operate. 

6. Electoral rolls for Assembly constituencies. — (/) For the purpose of 

elections to the Legvdath c A ‘-’cmbly of a Slate, there shall be an electoral roll 
for every Assembly constituency . 

(2) JSo'much of the roll or roils for any Parliament ary constituency or 
constituencies for the time bring in foie e under Part III of the Represent at ion 
of the People Act, 1050 (XLIH ct J9GU), as relate to the areas comprised within 
an Assembly const)! tioncy shall be deemed to be the electoral roll for that 
Assembly Constituency. 

7. Qualification for membership of the Legislative Assembly. — A porson 
shall not ho qualified to be chosen to fill a seat in the Legislative Assembly 
of a State unless he — 

(а) is a citizen of India ; 

(б) is not less than twenty-five years of age ; and 

(c) (?) in the case of 4 seat reserved for tho Scheduled Castes or the 

Scheduled TribeR of that State, is a member of any of those castes 
or tribes as the case may bo, and is an elector for any Assembly 
constituency in that State ; 

(ii) in the oase of any other seat, is an elector for any Assembly cons- 
tituency in that State. 

Explanation.— In this section, tho expression ‘(lector’, in relation to a 
constituency, means a person whose name is for tho time being entered in the 
electoral roll of that constituency. 

8. Elections to the Legislative Assembly.— Tho provisions of Part I and 
Parts III to XI of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (XLIH of 1951), 
and of any rules and orders made thereunder for the time being in force, shall 



apply in relation to an election to the Legislative Assembly of a State, as they 
apply in relation to an election to the Legislative Aesembly"of a Part A 
State, subject to such modifications as tho President may, after consultation 
with the Election Commission, by order direct. 

•9. Sessions ol the Legislative Assembly, prorogation and dissolution.— (7) 

The Chief Commissioner shall, from time to time, summon the Legislative 
Assembly to meet at such time and place as he thinks fit, but six months shah 
not intervene between its last sitting in one session and tho date appointed 
for its first sitting in the next session. 

(2) The Chief Commissioner may, from time to time, — 

(a) prorogue the Assembly ; 

(b) dissolve tho Assembly. 

10. Tbe Speaker and Deputy Speaker o! the Legislative Assembly.— 

(1) The Legislative Assembly shall, as soon as may be, cboose two mem- 
bers of the Assembly to be respectively Speaker and Deputy Speaker thereof 
and, so often as the ofiS.ee of Speaker or Deputy Speaker becomes vacant, the 
Assembly shall choose another member to be Speaker or Deputy Speaker, 
aa the case may be. 

(2) A member holding office as Speaker or Deputy Speaker of an 
Assembly — 

(а) shall vacate his office if he ceases to be a member of the 
Assembly ; 

(б) may at any time by writing under his hand addressed, if such 
member is the Speaker, to the Deputy Speaker, and if such member 
is the Deputy Speaker, to the Speaker, resign his office ; 

(c) may be removed from his offioe by a resolution of the Assembly 
passed by a majority of all the then members of the Assembly : 

Provided that no resolution for the purpose of olause (c) shall be moved 
unless at least fourteen days’ notice has been given of the intention to 
move the resolution : 

Provided further that whenever the Assembly is dissolved, the Speaker 
•hall not vacate his offioe until immediately before the first meeting of 
the Assembly after the dissolution. 

(3) While the office of Speaker is vacant, the duties of the offioe shall be 
performed by the Deputy Speaker or, if the office of Deputy Speaker is also 
vaoant, by such member of the Assembly as may be determined by the rules 
of procedure of the Assembly. 

(4) During the absence of the Speaker from any sitting of the Assembly 
the Deputy Speaker or, if he is also absent, such person as may be determined 
by the rules of procedure of the Assembly, or, if no such person is present, such 
other person as may be determined by the Assembly, shall act as Speaker. 

(5) There shall be paid to tho Spoaker and the Deputy Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly such salaries and allowances as may be respectively 
fixed by the Let idative Assembly of the State by law and, until provision 
in that behalf is so made, such salaries and allowances as tho Chief Com- 
missioner may, with tho approval of tho President, by order determine. 

11. The Speaker or the Deputy Speaker not to preside while a resolution 
for his removal from office is under consideration. — ( 1 ) At any sitting of the 
Legislative Assembly, while any resolution for the removal of tho Speaker 
fiom his office is under consideration, fbe Speaker, or while any resolution 
for the removal of the Deputy Speaker from his office is under consideration, 
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the Deputy Speaker, shall not, though ho is present, preside, and the pro- 
visions of sub-seotion (4) of seotion 10 shall apply in relation to every such 
flitting os * hey apply in relation to a sitting from whioh the Speaker or, as the 
oase may be, the Deputy Speaker is absent. 

(?) The Speaker shall have the right to speak in, and otherwise to take 
part iu the proceedings of, the Legislative Assembly whilo any resolution for 
his removal from office is under consideration in the Assembly and shall, not- 
withstanding anything in section 15, be entitled to vote only in the first ins- 
tance on such resolution or oil any other matter during such proceedings but 
not in the case of an equality of votes. 

12. Right of Chief Commissioner to address and send messages to the 
Assemhly. — The Chief Commissioner may address the Assembly and may for 
this purpose require the atl enhance of members and he may also send messages 
to the Assembly whelher with respeot to a Bill then pending in the Assembly 
or othciwisc, and when a message is so sent, the Assembly shall with all con- 
venient dispatch consider any matter required by the message to be taken into 
consideration 

13. Rights of the Chief Commissioner and Ministers as respects the As- 
semhly. — The Chief Commissioner and every Minister shall have the right to 
apeak in, and otherwise to take part in the proceedings of, the Legislative 
Assembly of the State, and to speak in, and otherwise to take part in the pro- 
ceedings of, any committee of tlio Legislative Assembly of which he may be 
named a member, but shall not by virtue of thiB section.be entitled to vote. 

14. Oath or affirmation by members. — Every member of the Legislative 
Assembly of a State shall, before taking his scat, make and subscribe before 
the Chief Commissioner, or some person appointed in that behalf by him, 
an oath or affirmation according to the form set out for the purpose in the 
Fourth Schedule. 

5 r 15. Voting in Assembly, power of Assembly to act notwithstanding vacancies 
and quotum.— (Z) Save as otlerwi&e piovidcd in this Act, all questions at 
any sitting of the legislative Assembly of a State shall bo determined by a 
majority of votes ot the members present and voting, other than the Speaker 
or peison acting as such. 

(?) The Spcakor or porson acting as such shall not vote in tho first instarc 
but shal. liavo and exercise a casting vote in the case of an equality of 
vote i 

(5) The Legislative Assembly of a State shall have power to act not- 
withstanding any vacancy in the membership thereof, and any proceedings 
in tho Legislative Assembly of a State shall be valid notwithstanding that it 
is discovered subsequently that some person who was not entitled so to do sat 
or voted or otherwise took part in the proceedings. 

(4) The quorum to constitute a meeting of the Legislative Assembly of a 
State shall ho ten members or one-third of tho total number of members of the 
Assembly, whnliever is greater. 

(5) If at any time during a meeting of the Legislative Assemhly of a State 
there is no quorum, it shall be t lie duty of tho Speaker, or person acting as such, 
eithei to adjourn the Assembly or to suspend the meeting until there is a 

quorum. 
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18. Vacation of seats. — (I) No person shall be a member both of Parlia- 
ment and of the Legislative Assembly of a State, and if a person is chosen a 
member both of Parliament and of such Assembly, then, at the expiration of 
such period as may bo specified in rules made by the President, that person’s 
seat in Parliament shall become vacant, unless he has previously resigned his 
seat in the Legislative Assembly of the State. 

( 2 ) If a member of the Legislative Assembly of a State — 

(a) becomes subject to any disqualification mentioned in section 17 

for membership of the Assembly, or 

(b) resigns his seat by writing under his hand addressed to the Speak- 

er, 

his seat shall thereupon become vacant. 

(3) If for a period of sixty days a member of the Legislative Assembly 
of a State is without permission of the Assembly absent from all meetings 
thereof, the Assembly may declare his seat vacant : 

Provided that in computing the said period of sixty days no account 
shall be taken of any period during which the Assembly is prorogued or is 
adjourned for more than four consecutive days. 

17. Disqualifications for membership. — A pors > l shall be disqualified for 
being chosen as, and for being, a member of the Legislative Assembly of a 
State, if ho is for the timo boing disqualified for being chosen as, and for being, 
a member of oithor Ho ise of Parliament under any of tho provisions of artiole 
102 . 


18. Penalty for sitting and voting before making oath or affirmation or 
when not qualified or when disqualified. — If a person sits or votes as a member 
of the Legislative Assembly of a State before he has complied with the re- 
quirements of section 14, or when he knows that ho is not qualified or that he is 
disqualified for membership thereof, he shall be liable in respect of each day 
On which he so sits or votes to a penalty of five hundred rupees to be recovered 
as a debt due to the State. 

19. Powers, privileges, etc., of members. — ( 1 ) Subject to the provisions 
of this Act and to the rules and standing orders regulating the procedure of 
the Legislative Assembly, there shall be freedom of speech in the Legislative 
Assembly of each State. 

(2) No member of the Legislative Assembly of a State shall be liable to 
any proceedings in any court in respoct of anything said or any vote given by 
him in the Assembly or any committee thereof, and no person shall be so 
liable In respect of tho publication by or under the authority of such Assembly 
of any report, paper, votes or proceedings, 

(3) In other respects, the powers, privileges and immunities of the 
Legislative Assembly of a State and of the members and the committeos 
thereof shall be such as are for the time being enjoyed by the House of the 
People and its members and committees. 

(4) The provisions of sub-sections (i), ($) and (3) shall apply in relation 
to persons who by virtue of this Act have the right to speak in, and otherwise 
to take part in the proceedings of, the Legislative Assembly of a State or any 
committee thereof as they apply in relation to members of that Assembly. 
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20. Salaries and allowances o£ members. — Members of the Legislative 
Assembly of a State shall be entitled to receive such salaries and allowances as 
may fiom time to tiino bo dotormniod by the Legislative Assembly of the State 
by law and, until provision in that rospoct is so made, such allowances as the 
Chief Commissio ior may, v ith the approval of tho Prosidont, by order de- 
termine. 


91. Extent oi legislative power. — (1) Subject to the provisions of this 
Aot, the Legislative Assembly of a State may make laws for the whole or any 

E art of the State with respect to any of the matters enumerated in the State 
list or in the Concurrent List : 

Provided that tho Logislativo Assembly of the State of Delhi shall not 
have power to mako laws with respect to any of the following matters, 
namely: — 

(a) public o:d>r, 

(6) polico including railway police, 

(c) the constitution and po vers o'" ra nicipal co •porations and other 
local authorities, of improvement trusts and of water supply, 
drainage, eloctrioity, transport and o' her publio utility authori- 
ties in Delhi or in Now Delhi; 

(d) lands and buildmgs veiled in or in the possession of tho Union 
which are situated in Delhi or in New Delhi including all rights 
in or over such lands and buildings, tho collootion of rents there- 
from and the transfer and alienation thoroof; 

(e) odencos against laws with respect to any of tho raittors mentioned 
in tho foregoing clauses; 

(/) jurisdiction and powers of all courts, with respect to any of tho 
said matt era; a; d 

(g) fees in rospoct of any of the said matters other than foes taken in 
any court. 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (f ) shall derogate from the power oonferred 
on Parliament by the Constitution to make laws with respeot to any matter 
for a State or any part thereof. 

22. Inconsistency between laws made by Parliament and laws made by 
the Legislative Assembly o£ a State. — If any provision of a law made by tho 
Legislative Assembly of a State is repugnant to any provision of a law made 
by Parliament, then the law made by Parliament, whether passed before or 
after the law made by the Legislative Assembly of the State, shall prevail 
and the law made by the Legislative Assembly of the State shall, to the extent 
of the repugnanoy, be void.- 

Explanation .— For the purposes of this section, the expression ' 'law 
made by Parliament” shall not include any law which provides for the exten- 
sion to the State of any law in force in any other part of the territory of India. 

23. Sanction oi the Chief Commissioner required for certain legislative 

proposals. — No Bill or amendment shall be introduced into, or moved in, the 
Legislative Assembly of a State without the previous sanction of the Chief 
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Commissioner, if an oh Bill or amondmont makes provision with respeot to any 
of the following matters, namely: — 

(a) constitution, and organisation of the court of the Judiolal Commis- 

sioner; 

(b) jurisdiction and powors of the court of the Judicial Commisajpner 

with respeot to any of tho matters in the State List or in the 

Conourront List; 

<c) State Publio Sorvico Commission. 

24. Special provisions as to financial Bills.— (Z) A Bill or amend- 
ment shall not be introduced into, or moved in, tho Legislative Assembly 
of a State except on tho recommendation of the Chief Commissioner, if such 
Bill or amendment makes provision for any of the following matters, 
namely 

(а) the imposition, abolition, remission, alteration or regulation 
of any tax; 

(б) tho amendment of tho law with respoct to any financial obliga- 
tions undertaken or to bo undertaken by the State; 

(c) the appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State; 

(d) the declaring of any expenditure to be expenditure oharged 
on the Consolida'ted Fund of the State, or the inoroasing of the amount 
of any such expenditure; 

(e) the reoeipt of money on account of the Consolidated Fund of 
the State or the custody or issue of suoh money: 

Provided that no recommendation shall be required under this Sub- 
seotion for tho moving of an amendment making provision for the reduction 
or abolition of any tax. 

(2) A Bill or amendment shall not bo deemed to make provision fof 
any of tho limiters aforesaid by reason only that it provides for the imposi- 
tion. of fines or other peounjary penalties, or for tho domand or payment of 
fees for licences or fees for services rendered, or by reason that it provides 
for tho imposition,- abolition, remission, alteration or regulation of any tax 
by any local authority or body for local purposes. 

(3) A Bill which, if enacted and brought into oporation, would Involve 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the Stato shall not be passed by 
the. Legislative Assembly of a Stato unless the Cbiof Commiseionei has re- 
commended to that Assembly the consideration of the Bill. 

25. Procedure as to lapsing of Bills.— (I) A Bill pending in the 
Legislative Assembly of a State shall not lapse by reason of tho prorogation 
of tho Assembly. 

(2) A Bill which is pending in the Legislative Assembly of a State shall 
lapse on a dissolution of tho Assembly. 

20. Assent to Bills. — (I) When a Bill has been passed by the Legis- 
lative Assembly of a State, it shall be presented to tho Chief Commissioner 
and the Clilof Commissioner shall reserve the Bill for the oonsidoration of the 
President, 
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(2) When a Bill la reserved by a Chief Commissioner for the considera- 
tion of tho President, the President shall deolare either that he assents to the 
Bill or that he withholds assent therefrom : 

Provided that the President may direot the Chief Commissioner to return 
the Bill to tho Legislative Assembly together with a message requesting that 
the Assembly will rooonsider the Bill or any specified provisions thereof and. 
In particular, will oonsidor the desirability of introducing any such amend- 
ments as he may recommend in his message and, whon a Bill is so returned, 
the Assembly shall roconsidor it accordingly within a period of six months 
from the date of rocoipt of such message and, if it is again passed by the 
Assembly with or without amendment, it shall bo presented again to the 
President for his consideration. 

27. Requirements as to sanction and recommendations to be regarded ai 
matters of procedure only.— No Act of the Legislative Assembly of a State, and 
no provision in any such Act, shall bo invalid by reason only that some 
previous sanotion or roeommondation required by this Act was not 
given, if assent to that Aot was given by tho President. 

28. Annual financial statement. — ( 1 ) The Chief Commissioner of each 
State shall in respect of every financial year causo to bo laid before the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the State, with the previous approval of the President, 
a statement of tho estimated receipts and oxponditure of the State for that 
year, in this Part referred to as the “annual financial statement”. 

(2) Tho estimates of expenditure embodied in the annual* financial state- 
ment shall show separately — 

(а) the sums required to meet expenditure described by this Aot 
as expenditure ohargod upon tho Consolidated Fund of the State, and 

(б) the sums required to meet other exj>onditure proposed to be 
made from the Consolidated Fund of the State, 

and shall distinguish expenditure on revenue account from other expendi- 
ture. 

(.3) Tho following orpendituro shall be expenditure chargod on the Con- 
solidated Fund of each State— 

(a) the emoluments and allowances of tho Chief Commissioner and 
other expenditure relating to his offioo as determined by tho President 
by general or special order; 

( b ) the s daries and allowances of the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker 
of the Legislative Assembly; 

(c) expenditure in respect of the salaries and allowances of a Judi- 
cial Commissioner; 

(d) any sums roquired to satisfy any judgment, decree or award 
of any court or arbitral tribuiyil ; 

(e) any other expenditure declared by the Constitution or by law 
made by Parliament Oi by the Legislative Assembly of the Stato to be 
so chargod. 

29. Procedure in Legislative Assembly wifh respect to estimates. — (I) So 
much of the estimates as relates to expenditure charged upon the Con- 
solidated Fund of a State shall not be submitted to thovotoofthe Legis- 
lative Assembly of tho Stale, but nothing in this sub-section shall be cons- 
trued as preventing tho discussion in the Legislative Assembly of any of 
those estimates. 
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(2) So much of the said estimates as relates to other expenditure shall 
be submitted in the form of demands for grants to tho Legislative Assembly, 
and the Legislative Assembly shall have power to assent, or to refuse to assent, 
to any demand, or to assent to any demand subjeot to a reduotion of the 
amount specified therein. 

(3) No demand for a grant shall bo made except on the recommendation 
of the Chief Commissioner. 

30 Appropriation Bills — (I) As soon as may be after the grants un- 
der section 29 have boen made by the Assembly there shall be introduced 
a Bill to provide for the appropriation out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State of all moneys required to moot — jj 

(a) the grants so made by the Assembly, and 

(b) the expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of the State 
but not exceeding in any case the amount shown in the statement pre- 
viously laid before the Assembly. 

(2) No amendment shall be proposed to any suohBill in the Legislative 
Assembly whioh will have tho effect of varying the amount or altering the 
destination of any grant so ntade or of varying the amount of any expendi- 
ture chargod on the Consolidated Fund of the State, and the decision of the 
person presiding as to whether an amendment is inadmissible under this 
sub-section shall be final. 

(3) Subject to the other provisions of this Act, no money shall be with- 
drawn from the Consolidated Fund of the State except under appropriation 
made by law passed in accordance with tho provisions of this seotion. 

31. Supplementary, additional or excess grants —(f) The Chief Commis- 
sioner shall — 

(a) if tho amount authorised by any law made in aooordanoe with 
the provisions of section 30 to be expended for a particular service for 
the current financial year is found to be insufficient for the purposes of 

. that year or when a need has arisen during the current financial year 
for supplementary or additional expenditure upon some new service 
not contemplated in the annual financial statement for that year, or 

( b ) if any money has been spent on any service during a financial 
year in excess of the amount granted for that sorvioe and for that year, 

cause to he laid before the Legislative Assembly of the State, with the 
previous approval of the President, another statement showing the 
estimated amount of that expenditure or cause to be presented to the 
Legislative Assembly of the State with suoh previous approval a domand 
for such excess, as the oase may be. 

(2) The provisions of sections 28, 29 and 30 shall have effect in relation 
to any such statement and expenditure or demand and also to any law to 
be made authorising the appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State to meet suoh expenditure or the grant in respect of suoh 
demand as they have effect in relation to the annual financial statement and 
the expenditure mentioned therein or to a demand for a grant and the law 
to be made for the authorisation of appropriation of moneys out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State to meet such expenditure or grant. 
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32. Roles of Procedure. — ( 1 ) The Legislative Assembly of a State 
may make rules for regulating, subject to the provisions of this Act, its pro- 
cedure and the oonduct of its businoss: 


Provided that the Chief Commissioner shall, after consultation with the 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly and with the approval of the President, 
make rules— 


(a) for seouring the timely completion of financial businoss; 

(b) for regulating the procedure of, and the oonduot of business 
in, the Legislative Assembly in relation to any financial mattor or to 
any Bill for the appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated Fund 
of the State. 

(2) Until rides are made un<l>r aub-sooti) l (/), the roLs jf priisduro and 
standing orders with respect to the Legislative Assembly, of tho State of Uttar 
Pradesh in foroe immediately befdfo this section comes into foroe in any State 
shall have effect in relation to the Logislativo Assembly of that Stato suhjeot 
to suoh modifications and adaptations as may be made therein by the Chief 
Commissioner. 


33. Language to bo used in tho Legislative Assembly. —(I) Not- 
withstanding anything in Part XVII of tho Constitution but subjoot to tho 
provisions of artiole 348, business in the Legislative Assembly of a State shall 
be transacted in tho official language or languages of the Stato or in Hindi or 
In English. 

(2) Unless Parliament or the Legislative Assembly of the State by law 
otherwise provides, this seotion shall, after the expiration of a period of fifteen 
years from the commencement of tho Constitution, have effect, as if the words 
“ or in English” were omitted therefrom. 

34. Restriction on discussion In the Legislative Assembly. — No- 

disoussion shall take plaoo in the Legislative Assembly of a State with res- 
peot to the oonduot of any Judicial Commissioner or of any judge of 
the Supreme Court or of a High Court in the disohargo of his duties. 

35. Courts not to inquire into proceedings of the Legislative Assembly. — 

(1) The validity of any proceedings in the Legislative Assembly of a 
State shall not be oalled in question on the ground of any alleged 
irregularity of procedure, 

(2) No offloer or member of the Legislative Assembly of a State in whom 
powors are vested by or under this Aot for regulating procedure or tho conduct 
of businoss, or for maintaining order, in the Legislative Assembly shall be 
subject to the jurisdiction of any oourt in respect of the exercise by hhn of 
those powers. 


PART III 

Council or Ministers 

36. Counoil of Ministers, — (1) Thero shall bo a Counoil of Ministers in 
each State with tho Chief Minister at the head to aid and advise the Chief 
Commissioner in the exerciso of his functions in relatib^Ho matters with res- 
peot to which the Legislative Assembly of tho State has power to make law 
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except in so far as he is required by any law to exeroise any judicial or quasi- 
judicial functions: 

Provided that, in coso of difference of opinion between tho Chief Commis- 
sioner and his Ministers on any matter, the Chief Commissioner shall refer 
it to the President for deoision and aot according to the dsoision given thereon 
by the President, and pending suoh deoision it shall be competent for the 
Chiof Commissioner in any oase where the matter is in his opinion so urgent 
that it is nocessary for him to take immediate aotion, to tako such action or to 
give such direction in the matter as he deems nooessary: 

Provided fnrthor that in tho State of Delhi every deoision taken by a 
Minister or by the Council in relation to any matter concerning New Delhi 
shall be subjeot to the concurrence of the Chiof Commissioner, and nothing in 
this sub-section shall be conistruod as preventing the Chief Commissioner in 
caso of any difforonoe of opinion between him and his Ministers from taking 
such aotion in rospect of the administration of Now Delhi as ho in his discretion 
considers necessary. 

( 2 ) The Chiof Commissioner shall, when he is present, presido at meetings 
of the Council of Ministers, and, whon tho Chiof Commissioner is not present, 
the Chief Minister or, if ho is also not present, suoh other Minister as may be 
determined by tho rules made undor sub-section ( 1 ) of seotion 38, shall preside 
at meetings of tho Counoil. 

(3) If anv question arises as to whether any matter is or is not a matter 
as rospeots whioh the Chief Commissioner is required by any law to exeroise 
any judioial or quasi-jndioial funotions, the deoision of the Chief Commissioner 
thereon shall be final. 

( 4 ) If in tho State of Delhi any question arises as to whether any matter 
is or is not a matter concerning Now Delhi, the deoision of tho Chief Commis- 
sioner thereon shall bo final : 

Provided that in case of any difference of opinion botwoon the Chief 
Commissioner and his Ministers on suoh question, it shall be roforrod for the 
deoision of the President and his deoision shall be final. 

(5) The quosLio i whether any, and if so what, advioo was tendered by 
Ministers to tho Chiof Commissioner shall not bo inquired into in any court. 

37. Other provisions as to Ministers. — ( 1 ) The Chief Minister shall be 
appointed by tho President and the othor Ministers shall he appointed by the 
President on tho advioo of the Chief Minister. 

( 2 ) Tne Ministers shall hold office during the pleasure of the President. 

(3) The Council of Ministers shall be colleotivoly responsible to the Le- 
gislative Assembly of the State. 

( 4 ) Before a Minister enters upon his office, the Chief Commissioner shall 
administer to him tho oaths of office and of seoreoy aooording to the forms 
Get out for the purposo in the Fourth Schedule. 

(5) A Minister who for any period of six oonseoutive months is not a 
member of tho Legislative Assembly of the State Bhall at tho expiration of 
that porlod cease to be a Minister. 

( 6 ) Tho salaries and allowances of Ministers shall be such as tho Legis- 
lative Assembly of thp State may from tiruo to time by law determine, and, 
until tho Legislative msexnbly so determines, shall be determined by the 
Chief Commissioner with the approval of tho President. 




38, Oondnct ol business. — ( 1 ) The President shall make rules — 

(a) for the allocation of business to the Ministers ; and 

( b ) for tho more convenient transaction of business with the 
Ministers, including tho prooeduro to be adopted in tho case of a 
difference of opinion between the Chiof Commissioner and the Coimoil 
of Ministers or a Minister and in relation to any matter concerning New 
Delhi. 

( 2 ) All executive action of tho Chief Commissioner, whether taken on the 
advice of his Ministers or otherwise, shall ho expressed to be taken in the name 
of tho Chief Commissioner. 

(3) Ordors and othor instruments made and executed ifl the name of the 
Chief Commissioner shall be authenticated in such manner as may be specified 
in rules to be made by the Chief Commissioner, and the validity of an order or 
instrument which is so authenticated shall not be called in question on the 

g round that it is not an order or instrument made or'exoouted by the Chief 
ommissioner. 

PART IV 

Miscellaneous 

89. Consolidated Fund of the State. — ( 1 ) As from tho first day of 
April, 1962, in the case of any of the Statos of Ajmer, Bhopal, Coorg, Dolhl, 
mmaohal Pradesh and Vinclhya Pradesh, and as from suoh date as may be 
appointed in this behalf by the Central Government by> notification in the 


Official Gazette in the case of any other State, all revenues reoeived in that 
State by the Govormnent of India or the Chief Commissioner in relation to 
any matter with respect to whioh the Legislative Assembly of that State has 


{ lower to make laws, and all grants made from the Consolidated Fund of 
ndia to that State shall form one consolidated fund to be entitled "the 
Consolidated Fund of the State”. 

<(2) No moneys out of the Consolidated Fund of a State shall be appro- 
priated exoept In accordance with, and for the purposes and in the manner 
provided in, this Act : 

Provided that the balanco standing at any time at the oredit of the 
Consolidated Fund of a State shall not bo less than suoh amount as the Presi- 
dent may by order specify. 

(3) The oustody of the Consolidated Fund of a State, tho payment of 
moneys into suoh Fund, the withdrawal of moneys therefrom and all other 
matters connooted with or ancillary to thoso matters shall be regulated by 
rules made by the Chief Commissioner with the approval of the President. 

40. Relation of Chief Commissioner and his Ministers to the President. — 

Notwithstanding anything in tho foregoing provisions of this Act, the Chief 
Commissioner and his Counoil of Ministers shall be under tho general 
oontrol of, and comply with suoh particular directions, if any, as may from 
time to time bo given by, the President. 

41. Provision in case ol failure of constitutional machinery.— If the 
President, on receipt of a report from the Chief Commissioner of a 
State or otherwise, is satisfied that a situation has arisen in which the ad- 
ministration of the State cannot be carried on in accordance with tho pro- 
visions of this Act, the Presidont may, by order, suspond the operation of 
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all or any of the foregoing provisions of this Act for such period as he thinks 
fit and make such incidental and consequential provisions as may appear 
to him to be neoessary or expedient for administering the State in acoordanoe 
with the provisions of article 239. 

4 2 . Constitution of Councils of Advisers In the ewe of certain States.— The 

President may, by notification in the Official Gazetto, constitute for any of the 
States of Kutch, Manipur and Tripura a Counoil of Advisers consisting of suoh 
number of members as he may think fit for the purpose of assisting the Chiof 
Commissioner in the discharge of such of his functions under article 239 as 
may be specifiod by the President, and the notification constituting such 
Council shall define the powors to bo exorcised and the procedure to be followed 
by the Council. 

43. Power of the President to remove difficulties.— If any difficulty arises 
in giving offoot to the provisions of this Aot and, in particular, in relation to 
the constitution of tho Legislative Assembly for any Stato, the President may 
by order do anything not inconsistent with such provisions whioh appear to 
him to be necessary or expedient for the purpose of removing the difficulty 

44. Amendment of certain enactments. — The onaotmonts specified in tho 
Fifth Schedule are horeby oinonded to the extent and in the manner mentioned 
in the fourth column thereof.
